T he nex t war will see b attles fou ght for the dominion of th<* 
air, and woe b etide the u np rotected noncomb atants in the p ath 
of destru ction from the air. 
In sp ite of the su p p ression of-Briga­ 
dier-General Mitchell, increasing attention is b eing attracted to 
this arm of the nation’s defense. 
Ex p erts say that airp lanes can mak e w ar so terrib le that the 
nation with an inferior air defense wou ld b e forced to su e for 
p eace. Ju st lik e in b ox ing, the b est p rotection is a good offensiv e. 
A cou nter attack does moie damage than a p atient attitu de of 
waiting for something to hap p en and letting the other fellow b e 
the aggressor. 
Demp sey “ wades” right into a Firp o and meets 
him on common grou nd. 
In the same m anner ou r air defense will 
hav e to ru sh ou t and meet the» enemy and not stick to the land 
and wait for the attack . 
“The only p rotection against air attack is other aircraft and 
they mu st b e ready to fight at the ou tb reak of hositilities,” say s 
Colonel H arry Graham, commandant of Rock well field. 
Bomb ers now b u ilt carry tons of b omb s. 
Some b omb s weigh 
<1,000 p ou nds each. One of the latter, drop p ed in tests, tore a hole 
25 feet deep and 00 feet across. 
Airship s in the nex t war, it is 
freely p redicted, can go far into the enemy ’s territory and can 
send their b omb ers and fighting ship s into the indu strial section. 
Ex p losiv e b omb s can b e drop p ed, and what is worse, germs of 
p estilence can b e rained down. 
The p ecu liar p aradox will b e rev ealed that 
it is safer to figh t 
b ehind the lines than to stay at home and b e a shining mark for 
a lx >mb ing crew. 
The morale of any arm y will su tler when the 
man at the front realizes that little or no p rotection may hav e b een 
p rov ided b y a negligent cou ntry in p rotecting its ex tensiv e area 
in the rear. 
Unless the nations can get down to a common b asis and ou t 
law war, the p rosp ects the fu tu re holds u p are not v ery comforting 
and there seems no end to the “ frightfu lness” that can b e tu rned 
ou t b y scientists and chemists and inv entors.

T he next war will see battles fought for the dominion of th<* 
air, and woe betide the unprotected noncombatants in the path 
of destruction from the air. 
In spite of the suppression of-Briga­ 
dier-General Mitchell, increasing attention is being attracted to 
this arm of the nation’s defense. 
Experts say that airplanes can make war so terrible that the 
nation with an inferior air defense would be forced to sue for 
peace. Just like in boxing, the best protection is a good offensive. 
A counter attack does mole damage than a patient attitude of 
waiting for something to happen and letting the other fellow be 
the aggressor. 
Dempsey “wades” right into a Firpo and meets 
him on common ground. 
In the same manner our air <%fense will 
have to rush out and meet the enemy and not stick to the land 
and wait for the attack. 
“The only protection against air attack is other aircraft and 
they must be ready to tight at the outbreak of hositilities,” says 
Colonel Harry Graham, commandant of Rockwell field. 
Bombers now built carry tons of bombs. 
Some bombs weigh 
4,000 pounds each. One of the latter, dropped in tests, tore a hole 
26 feet deep and OO feet across. 
Airships in the next war, it is 
freely predicted, can go far into the enemy’s territory and can 
send their bombers and fighting ships into the industrial section. 
Explosive bombs can be dropped, and what is worse, germs of 
pestilence can be rained down.

A te at a Minneapolis restaurant the other day and learned, 
distinguished looking people seemed to flock there.

And no wonder. 
Each item on the bill of fare was carrying its reported value 
in vitamines. 
It seemed an odd experience to figure your menu 
in vitamines, although we had no expert knowledge as to how 
many vitamines were required to make up a satisfactory meal. 
Just for fun we set down a list of food we knew from experience 
was of the staying kind and it proved to be extremely rich 
i i i 
vitamines. 
It does give one a queer sensation to think that one is not 
just eating oatmeal mush and milk and little pig sausages and 
wheat cakes, hut is corralling a large group of militant vitamines. 
If we carry this far enough, we shall not eat what we like 
or what may have proven attractive and appetizing in the past, 
but will be searching, chemist-like, for what is reputed rich in 
calories or vitamines. 
As near as we can ascertain, the vitamine 
is the nitrogenous element in certain foodstuffs. 
The calory is 
the unit of heat. 
In other words the calory is the horsepower 
of the vitamines. The vitamines were first discovered in 1912 and 
three distinct typos have been segregated. 
These are fat-soluble 
A, or growth-promoting vitamines; water-soluble B, or anti-neu- 
ritic vitamines; water-suluble U, or anti-scorbutic vitamines.
